RESOLUTION  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  TiVORKS  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA,  FIXING  THE  FORM  OF  CONTRACT 
WITH  INDIANA  SERVICE  CORPORATION  RELATIVE  TO  OPERATION 
OF  SAID  CORPORATION «S  LOCAL  PASSENGER  TRANSPORTATION 
SYSTEM  DURING  THE  NATIONAL  EMERGENCY. 


WHEREAS,  Indiana  Service  Corporation,  an  Indiana  coiporation, 
and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Allen  County, 
Indiana,  desire  to  enter  into  a contract  relative  to  operation  of  said 
coip»oration*s  local  passenger  transportation  system  during  the  national 
emergency,  and  said  Board  of  Public  Works  has  determined  the  exact  form 
in  which  said  contract  is  to  be  finally  adopted,  which  form  is  in  words 
and  figures  as  follows,  to-wit: 


THIS  AGREEMENT  made  and  entered  into  this  ^ day  of 

, 1942,  by  and  beUveen  the  City  of  Fort  Vja;;nie  (herein- 
after called  the  "City"),  a municipal  corporation  in  the  county  of  Allen, 
and  state  of  Indiana,  acting  by  and  through  its  duly  authorized  Board  of 
Public  Works,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  Indiana  Service  Corporation 
(hereinafter  called  the  "Corporation"),  an  Indiana  corporation,  party  of 
the  second  part,  WITMESSSTH: 

VJHEREAS,  the  Corporation  operates  the  local  passenger  trans- 
portation system  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wajme  by  means  of  street  cars,  track- 
less trolley  coaches  equipped  udth  rubber  tires  and  operated  vdthout  rails 
by  means  of  electricity  from  overhead  trolley  vdres  (hereinafter  referred 
to  as  "trolley  coaches")  and  motor  buses;  and 

VJHEREAS,  the  City,  by  agreement,  dated  October  30,  1939  between 
it  and  the  Corporation,  duly  approved  and  confirmed  by  the  Common  Council 
of  the  City  on  November  7,  1939,  granted  to  the  Corporation  the  right, 
authority,  prixdlege  and  permit  to  locate,  conduct,  operate  and  maintain 
trolley  coaches  on  certain  streets  and  public  places  as  therein  specified, 
and  motor  buses  on  certain  streets  and  places  as  therein  specified  and  con- 
sented to  the  abandormient  of  passenger  transportation  service  by  street 
cars  on  certain  streets  and  public  plcacos  as  therein  specified;  and 

VvHERKA.S,  the  Corporation,  subsequent  to  the  approval  and  con- 
firmation of  said  agreement  dated  October  30,  1939,  by  the  Common  Council 
of  the  City,  modified  and  increased  the  Corporation’s  motor  bus  service 
theretofore  rendered  by  reason  of  a change  of  m.otor  bus  routes  and  a sub- 
stitution of  motor  buses  for  street  errs  on  certain  portions  of  its  said 
local  transportation  system  w'hich  had  the  lighter  passenger  traffic;  and 
VJHEREAS,  the  Corporation  on  July  7,  1940,  began,  and  has  con- 
tinued, the  operation  of  trolley  coaches  to  replace  street  cars,  on  cer- 
tain portions  of  its  said  local  transportation  system  which  had  the  heavier 
passenger  traffic;  and 
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1WEREAS,  the  City,  by  agreement,  dated  August  11,  1941,  beWeen 
it  and  the  Corporation,  duly  approved  and  confirmed  by  the  Common  Council 
of  the  City  on  August  26,  1941,  granted  to  the  Corporation  the  right, 
authority,  privilege  and  permit  to  locate,  conduct,  operate  and  maintain 
trolley  coaches  on  certain  streets  and  public  places  as  therein  specified 
and  motor  buses  on  certain  streets  and  public  places  as  therein  specified 
so  as  to  permit  the  Corporation  to  replace  its  remaining  street  car  service 
vd.th  trolley  coach  service,  and  to  make  certain  extensions  to  its  motor  bus 
service;  and 

VJHEREAS,  by  reason  of  the  national  emergency  which  arose  subse- 
quent to  August  11,  1941,  it  has  become  necessary  for  the  Corporation  to 
continue  to  operate  all  of  its  available  street  cars  and  to  place  in 
operation,  as  soon  as  available,  the  new  and  additional  trolley  coaches 
v/hich  the  Corporation  has  heretofore  ordered,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
increased  passenger  traffic  due  to  new  and  expanding  war  industries  in  the 
said  City  of  Fort  Tio.yne  and  priority  restrictions  on  private  passenger 
motor  vehicles  and  on  tiros  for  them;  and 

V'JHEREAS,  by  reason  of  the  national  emergency  and  in  order  to  con- 
serve and  providently  utilize  existing  transportation  facilities,  to  pre- 
vent shortages  of  vital  materials  and  equipment  and  to  assist  in  the  suc- 
cessful prosecution  of  the  war,  the  Office  of  Defense  Transportation, 
Washington,  D.  C.,  by  its  General  Order  No.  2,  effective  April  1,  1942, 
prohibited  all ■ carriers  of  passengers  by  vehicles  operated  on  fixed  rails 
from  substituting  for  such  t;^q5es  of  vehicles  any  rubber  tired  vehicles 
used  in  the  transportation  of  passengers  having  a capacity  of  ten  or  more 
passengers;  and 

V^HEREAS,  pursuant  to  said  General  Order  No.  2,  the  Office  of  De- 
fense Transportation  has  required  the  Corporation  to  continue  to  operate 
its  present  street  cars  on  those  streets  and  public  places  where  they  are 
now  operated  so  as  to  permit  as  complete  a street  car  opera.tion  as  possible. 
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to  supplement  such  street  car  service  with  trolley  coach  ser'/ice^  and  to 
re-establish  street  car  service  upon  and  along  those  streets  where  street 
car  service  has  been  discontinued,  but  in  which  rail  and  track  still  remain; 
and 

V'JHEREAS,  the  Office  of  Defense  Transportation  has  and  v-111  in 
the  future  issue  other  and  further  orders,  rules,  regulations,  statements 
of  policy,  interpretations,  directions  and  requirements,  and  the  City  and 
the  Corporation  are  desirous  of  taking  all  necessary  and  proper  steps  and 
measures  in  order  that  the  Corporation  may  operate  its  local  transportation 
during  the  national  emergency  in  accordance  mth  all  present  and  future 
orders,  rules,  regulations,  statements  of  policy,  interpretations, 
directions  and  requirements  of  the  Office  of  Defense  Transportation,  the 
Public  Service  Commission  of  Indiana  and  all  other  governmental  agencies 
or  bodies  having  jurisdiction: 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and 
the  mutual  covenants  and  agreements  hereinafter  set  forth,  the  parties 
hereto  hereby  covenant  and  agree  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  City  hereby  consents  and  agrees  that  the  Corpora- 
tion shall  be  under  no  duty,  obligation  or  requirement  to  discontinue  and 
abandon  street  car  service  in,  over,  upon  and  along  the  streets  and  public 
places  specified  in  Section  5 of  said  agreement,  dated  August  11,  1941,  upon 
commencement  of  trolley  coach  service  in,  over,  upon  and  along  the  streets 
and  public  places  specified  in  Section  1 of  said  agreement,  dated  August  11, 
1941,  and  that  the  Corporation  until  the  cessation  of  the  national  emergency 
may,  and  is  hereby  granted  full  right,  authority  and  permission  to,  continue 
to  conduct,  operate  and  maintain  street  car  service  for  the  purpose  of 
common  carrier  transportation  of  passengers  fcT  hire  in,  ^jver,  upon  and 
along  the  streets  and  public  places  specified  in  Section  3 of  said  agree- 
ment, dated  August  11,  1941,  not\'riths landing  the  commencement  of  trolley 
coach  service  in,  over,  upon  and  along  the  streets  and  public  places 
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specified  in  Section  1 of  said  agreement,  dated  August  11,  1941. 

Section  2.  The  City  hereby  consents  and  agrees  that  the  Corpora- 
tion may,  and  is  hereby  granted  full  right,  authority  and  permission  to, 
re-establish  forthwith,  and  thereafter  until  the  cessation  of  the  national 
emergency,  conduct,  operate  and  maintain  street  car  service  for  the  purpose 
of  common  carrier  transportation  of  passengers  for  hire,  in,  over,  upon 
and  along  the  streets  and  public  places  in  the  said  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  as 
follows , to-^'/it :

Section  3.  The  City  hereby  consents  and  agrees  that  the  Corporation 
has  and  is  hereby  granted  full  right,  authority  and  permission  to  locate, 
construct,  erect,  operate,  mainta.in,  repair  and  renew  poles,  supports,  span 
wires,  transmission  and  feeder  v/ires,  trolley  wires,  conduits,  conductors, 
cables,  transformers,  guy  wires,  guy  stubs  and  anchors,  braces,  rails, 
track  and  all  other  apparatus,  fixtures,  appliances  and  equipment  necessary 
or  useful  for  the  operation  and  conduct  of  street  cars  in,  over,  upon  and 
along  the  streets  and  public  places  specified  in  Section  5 of  said  agreement, 
dated  August  11,  1941,  and  in  Section  2 of  this  agreement.  The  Corporation, 
so  long  as  it  operates  street  cars  thereon,  shall  maintain  and  repair  in  good 
condition  such  portion  or  portions  of  those  streets  and  public  places  specifi- 
ed in  Section  5 of  said  agreement,  dated  August  11,  1941,  and  in  Section  2 
of  this  agreement,  as  have  been  maintained  and  repaired  in  connection  with 
the  operation  of  street  cars  by  the  Corporation. 

Section  4-  The  right,  authority  and  permits  granted  by  Sections 
1,  2,  and  3 hereof  are  supplemental  to,  and  shall  in  no  way  abrogate,  im- 
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pair  or  diminish  each  and  all  ci  the  rights  which  the  Corporation  now  has 
or  nay  have  at  an3'-  tine  or  tines  in  the  future  under  or  in  any  v/ay  connect- 
ed with  each  and  all  of  the  indeterminate  permits  under  or  by  virtue  of 
the  Public  Service  Connission  Act  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  nov/  ovmed  and 
held  or  hereafter  acquired  by  the  Corporation. 

Section  5.  It  is  mutually  understood  and  agreed  that  the  period 
within  which  the  Corporation  shall  remove  such  of  its  tracks  and  rails, 
together  v;ith  their  appurtenances,  in  the  streets  and  public  places  specifi 
ed  in  Section  5 of  the  said  agreement,  dated  October  30,  1939,  a.s  are  no 
longer  used  for  street  or  interarban  railway  operations,  shall  be  two  (2) 
years  from  the  cessation  of  the  national  emergency  instead  of  four  (4)  year 
from  the  date  of  said  r.greenent,  dated  October  30,  1939,  and  that  the  Cerpe 
ration,  within  two  (2)  years  from  the  cessation  of  the  national  emergency, 
shall  remove,  in  accordance  'with  the  ter:ns  and  conditions  of  Section  11  of 
said  agreement,  dated  October  30,  1939,  as  modified  by  this  Section  5,  such 
of  its  tracks  and  rails,  together  vdth  appurtenances,  in  the  streets  and 
public  places  specified  in  Section  5 of  said  agreement,  dated  October  30, 
1939,  as  are  no  longer  used  for  street  or  interurban  railway  operations. 

Section  6.  It  is  mutually  understood  and  agreed  that  the  period 
vdthin  which  the  Corporation  sha.ll  remove  such  of  its  tracks  and  rails, 
together  vdth  their  appurtenances,  in  the  streets  and  public  places  specifi 
ed  in  Section  5 of  said  agreement,  dated  August  11,  1941,  as  are  no  longer 
used  for  street  or  interurban  railway  operations,  shall  be  three  (3)  j^oars 
from  the  cessation  of  the  national  emergency  instead  of  four  (4)  years 
from  the  date  of  said  agreement,  dated  August  11,  1941,  ?.nd  that  the  Corpo- 
ration, vdthin  three  (3)  years  fro.n  the  cessa.tion  of  the  national  emergency 
shall  remove,  in  accordance  vdth  the  tv^rns  and  conedtions  of  Section  10  of 
srdd  agreement,  dated  August  11,  1941,  as  modified  by  this  Section  6,  such 
of  its  tracks  and  rails,  together  vdth  appurtenances,  in  the  strev^ts  and 
public  places  specified  in  Section  5 of  said  agreement,  da.ted  August  11, 
1941,  as  are  no  longer  used  for  street  or  interurban  railway  operations . 
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Section  7.  The  City  hereby  consents  and  agrees  that  during  the 
national  emergency,  the  Corporation,  in  the  operation,  conduct  and  manage- 
ment of  its  said  local  transportation  system,  may  take  any  and  all  steps, 
and  do  all  matters  and  things,  necessary'  or  proper  to  comply  with  or  con- 
form to  all  applicable  orders,  rules,  regulations,  statements  of  policy, 
interpretations,  directions  and  requirements,  now,  or  at  any  time  or  times 
hereafter  to  be  issued  by  the  said  Office  of  Defense  Transportation,  the 
Public  Service  Commission  or  Indiana,  or  any  other  governmental  agency  or 
body  having  jurisdiction.  The  Corporation  shall  give  to  the  said  Board  of 
Public  Works  advance  written  notice  of  all  such  steps  to  be  taken  and  of 
all  such  matters  and  things  to  be  done  by  the  Corporation, 

Section  8.  This  agreement,  and  each  and  all  of  the  terms  and 
provisions  thereof,  shall  be  binding  upon,  and  shall  inure  to  the  benefit 
of,  the  parties  hereto  and  their  respective  successors  aind  assigns,  and 
shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  the  date  of  its  being 
approved  by  ordinance  duly  adopted  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City.

DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION  NO. 


RESOLUTION  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA,  FIXING  THE  FORM  OF  CONTRACT 
WITH  INDIANA  SERVICE  CORPORATION  RELATIVE  TO  OPERATION 
OF  SAID  CORPORATION'S  LOCAL  PASSENGER  TRANSPORTATION 
SYSTEM  DURING  THE  NATIONAL  EMERGENCY 


WHEREAS,  Indiana  Service  Corporation,  an  Indiana  corporation, 
and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Allen  County, 
Indiana,  desire  to  enter  into  a contract  relative  to  operation  of  said 
corporation’s  local  passenger  transportation  system  during  the  national 
emergency,  and  said  Board  of  Public  Works  has  determined  the  exact  form 
in  which  said  contract  is  to  be  finally  adopted,  which  form  is  in  words 
and  figures  as  follows,  to~wit: 


THIS  AGREET.ISNT  made  and  entered  into  this day  of

stitution of  motor  buses  for  street  cars  on  certain  portions  of  its  said 
local  transportation  system  which  had  the  lighter  passenger  traffic;  and 
V'/HEREAS,  the  Corporation  on  July  7,  1940,  began,  and  has  con- 
tinued, the  operation  of  trolley  coaches  to  replace  street  cars,  on  cer- 
tain portions  of  its  said  local  transportation  system  v/hich  had  the  heavier

during  the  national  emergency  in  accordance  vdth  all  present  and  future 
orders,  rules,  regulations,  statements  of  policy,  interpretations, 
directions  and  requirements  of  the  Office  of  Defense  Transportation,  the 
Public  Service  Commission  of  Indiana  and  all  other  governmental  agencies 
or  bodies  having  jurisdiction;

RESOLUTION  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WDRKS  OF  THE  CITY

WTTH  INDIANA  SERVICE  CORPORATION  REUTIVE  TO  OPERATION

WHEREAS,  Indiana  Service  Corporation,  an  Indiana  corporation,
